Oar people who pay attention to the 
dairy business will be interested in one 
of the results of our country fair—the 
test resorted to in awarding the premium 
to the best milch cow. The cows were 
milked in the presence of the superin­ 
tendent of cattle, the milk strained into 
glass jars of uniform size, three inches in 
diameter and seven inches deep, and 
allowed to stand fifteen hours. The re- 
suit of tins test, as found by the commit­ 
tee, were surprising. Specimens Nos. I 
and 2 from thoroughbred Jersey cows, 
“Belle of Indiana” and “Rose of Hill­ 
side,” owned by C. J. Reed, showed re­ 
spectively 2 % and 2 % inches of cream, a 
per centage of 39 aud 36.

The NI ran ire Malady Which Adieu a Fa rn* I - 
hr Al If the Delaware I'ralileM kl'orU 
t« Slay Periodic I.awghtor—Tale* Told by 
i l r h e ig h b ora. 
NIr> *_ Lit across the Delaware front 
lier©, and back among' the hills which 
run parallel with the rifer for many 
miles, lives a family concerning whom 
the sUMUtgest stories are told. The fa­ 
ther and sons are farmers, aud all live 
in a large, substantial house, a few 
rands I rom tho road to Doylestown. 
They are all chronic laughers, having 
ail allect ion of the muscles of the mouth 
' mid throat which compels them to give 
to apparent merriment at stated 
intervals. Tile malady* first appeared 
in the Lither about ten years ago. 
lie 
was usually a very quiet man, enjoying 
fun, but manifesting his enjoyment 
without much noise. He was seated at 
the .Iii.nor table one day in the spring 
of the year, eating steadily aud not en­ 
gaging in any of (ne conversation which 
the other members of the family were 
carrying on. Suddenly, without any 
cause, he burst into a loud lit of laugh­ 
ter so extremely different from his ac­ 
customed laugh that all were attracted 
by it at once.

t h e reason for his sudden outburst he I tract cd and the entire eyeball 


toined to tile thing that they never 
mind it or mention it.

The Richmond & Danville Railroad 
Company is introducing on their freight 
trains p safeguard for their brakemen.

“ We procured.” hi* says, 
“ a strong scA'cn-cignths manilla rope, 
forty feet loner, a small halter chain 
(tw isted links), eight feet long, and a 
piece of well seasoned hickory.

latter we cut to a length of eight inches, 
leaving the diam eter one anil a lvalf 
inches, and we sharoeneil each end. At 
the center we girded it with a quarter- 
inch groove, leaving the diam eter still 
one inch. 
The stick of wood we se­ 
curely fastcncii to tim link.

other end of the chain our rope was 
fastened.

Some of the new chariots, wagons and 
cages built by Hodge & Buehholz for the 
Robbins & Colvin allied shows, are re­ 
ceiving their finishing touches from the 
skillful brush of J. B. La Grange, the ar­ 
tist, who has painted aud decorated them 
in a manuef which attracts the attention 
aud excites the admiration of all. They 
are certainly the most Iteautiful of any 
which 
ever 
rolled 
forth 
in

parade, 
and 
are 
so 
pronounced by visitors familiar with the 
preparations beiug made for other shows. 
They certainly exceed in beauty any­ 
thing ever seen here, and if art has any 
power to excite enthusiasm, tills show­ 
ing will cert inly do so wherever it ap­ 
pears. 
There is one pony tableau car winches 
a marvel of beauty.

Mayor Lovejoy Gives ait Iufor 
mal Address, Giving the 
Year’s Outlook.

Last evening tile new city council met 
for the first time, Mayor Lovejoy presid­ 
ing, aud all the members present except 
Ald. Norris, who was necessarily absent. 
Mayor Lovejoy started on his inaugural 
address, but Ald. Fitzgibbon characteris­ 
tically interrupted him, and inquired if 
notice of the meeting had been served on 
all the aldermen. Atter some delay Mar­ 
shal Hogan was hunted up aud he filed 
an affidavit that ho had served the need­ 
ed notice, aud then the Mayor was al­ 
lowed to proceed. 
The Mayor stated that he had been so 
crowded with business for tho past few 
days that lie had been unable to frame a 
formal address. He briefly stated that 
the bonded debt of tho city was $38,000, 
bearing interest at 7 aud 8 percent. Of 
this sum $14,000 comes due October I, 
1881, aud the balance in one, two, three 
and four years. It was necessary there­ 
fore this year to raise tho $14,000 aud the 
interest due on the balance, in addition 
to 
tim 
regular taxes. Tho 
bonded 
debt comprised the whole debt of tile 
city, tho several wards being free from 
the usual annual defloiency. 
He called attention to the following 
snits now pending against the city: 
Clark vs. the city, on old bonds, dama­ 
ges claimed, about $15,000, 
Clark vs. tho city, interest coupons on 
old l)onds: damages claimed, about $5,- 
000. 
Spencer vs. the city, damages from de­ 
fective sidewalk, $1,000. 
Skelly vs. the city, damages from de­ 
fective sidewalk, $5,000. 
Smith vs. the city, recovery of taxes 
paid, alxmt $800. 
Butler vs. the city, recovery of taxes 
paid, About $200. 
Wilcox vs. Horne, recovery of hors cf* 
impounded under tho city ordinance. 
Attention was also called to the fact 
that by the law establishing a municipal 
court, it devolved upon tho council to 
procure a suite of rooms before June I. 
for court purposes, 
The tiro department was reported as 
in excellent condition, and the Mayor re­ 
newed the recommendations of his pre­ 
decessors in regard to building several 
cisterns in different parts of the city. 
In speaking of the licenses the Mayor 
said that forty-three were issued last 
year at the rate of $50 i>er annum, and 
recommended that the coming year the 
price should be increased and the num­ 
ber decrease!, and the law should lie rig­ 
idly enforced. 
He also called attention to the fact that 
it would be necessary to build one bridge 
and perhaps repair others, and there was 
but $1,500 in the bridge fund. 
The highways are in fair condition, but 
the sidewalks needed much repairing and 
rebuilding, and 
their bad condition 
had already involved the city in litiga­ 
tion. 
Tho parks have been improved greatly, 
and the good work should go on. 
Manufacturing interests should be rec­ 
ognized.

Cox, and 
the original motion fixing it at $500 was 
carried, Ald. Fitzgibbon and Cox, of 
course, voting together against it. 
Ald. Nowlan moved that the per diem 
of street laborers {lie fixed by the street 
commissioner at $1.50 per day. Carried. 
Ald. Robinson introduced un order di­ 
recting the city clerk to draw orders for 
the payment of the clerks aud inspectors 
of election at $3 a day, aud to draw or­ 
ders paying for tile rentals of polling 
places. Adopted. 
THE BOARD OF IIEALTII. 
Dr. J. B. Whiting appeared’before the 
council and called attention to the need 
of an efficient Board of Health to look 
after the sanitary’ condition of the city. 
He had been nominally a member of such 
a board for some years, and had held 
over from time to time, without any 
election beiug held; that he for due was 
uncertain what authority, if any, the pres­ 
ent board held. He desired to give up 
any authority, if he had any. 
The council decided to elect a Board 
of Health, and thereupon Ald. Robinson 
nominated Dr. Whiting as one of the 
members, but that gentleman declined 
serving, having already been iii that po­ 
sition for years. The result of the ballot 
which was taken with Ald. Hawes and 
Nowlan, as telle*?, resulted in Dr. Whit­ 
ing receiving a unanimous vote. 
A ballot was then taken for a second 
meinls'r of the Board. 
Ald. Nowlan 
nominated Dr. Robinson, and the vote 
stood: Robinson 7, Dr. Palmer I, Dr. 
St. John I. Dr. Robinson declined, stat. 
ing that tho Board was to consist of
